RUMOUR'S BANE 


Sept. 2. 
A well-balanced Reuter mes- 
sage from Tokyo supplies a 


helpful foundation on which to 
Jassess the various rumours re- 
jeently afoot regarding Japanese 
intentions in China. During 
the past few weeks the breeding 
places of gossip have been alive 
fwith all the germs of uneasiness 
and tension, This has found 
reflection in’a constant succes- 
sion of lugubrious prophecies, 
the fulfilment of which would 
imply a sad inability, either on 
lone side or the other, to profit by 
‘the lessons of the, ‘recent past. 
During the week-end the cumula- 
tive effect of this rumour- 
mongering, added to the emer- 
gence of the fatuous terrorist 


of jcampaign—if it can be so digni- 


ied—had given rise to distinctly 
‘apprehensive feeling. Fortunate- 
ly, since the present week opent 
there have been frank inter- 
changes of opinion here between 
Japanese and Chinese represen- 
ftatives. The determination to 
keep the peace has been con- 
‘secrated anew and, especially in 
view of criticisms to which this 
journal has from time to time 
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led to give expression, 
is pleasant to note that the 
‘Sapanese Press Union has thrown 
‘the weight of its influence on the 
side of calmness. There is also 
a belief that responsible Chinese 
newspapers are impressed by 
the need for caution. Briefly 
the situation suggests that, 
provided commonsense and 
avoidance of provocative actions 
govern the behaviour of the 
citizens of Shanghai, the fears of 
further trouble here can be 
dismissed as groundless. It is 
satisfactory to observe that the 
Mayor of Greater Shangh: 
General Wu Te-chen, whose 
efforts to preserve a ‘peaceful 
atmosphere have been well- 
sustained, has issued an impre 
sive warning of which due heed 
should be taken by all law-abid- 
ing people. , 

As for speculation on possible 
Japanese policy, the Reuter 
message from Tokyo brings into 
proper perspective the — ex- 
travagant apprehensions which 
have, apparently, been finding 
currency. in Nanking and else- 
where. It “shows that the 
Japanese Government is alive to 
the danger of permitting what it 
regards as its righteous cause 
in Manchuria to be prejudiced by 
ill-considered or precipitate 
action elsewhere. On the other 
hand the temper of the Japane 
People is, not such that undue 
exploitation of this reluctance 
will be tolerated. While othe 
may think that Japanese poli 












































and its execution are plainly 
‘open to criticism, that notion 
has not much support in Japan. 





‘Whether the data on which it 
rests have been fully accessible 
to Japanese public opinion is im- 
‘material to the issue. The point 
is that, united by a strong bond 
of national disciptine and fully 
aware of their country’s strength, 
the Japanese people as a whole 
do not see the necessity for 
condoning provocative gestures 
dust because those are the only 
Weapons of an ill-organised and 
imperfectly united country. The| 
present deadlock in the dipiom 
tie intercourse between the two 
nations is to be deplored. ‘The 
chief ground of satisfaction at 
the prospect of the early publica- 
tion of the Lytton Report is to be 
found in the opportunity which 
it should give for the resumption 
of direct relations between two 
neighbours who, with the help| 
of: the world or without, must 
find means for living on’ terms 
of amity 

‘This is where a great rospon- 
sibility rests on the leaders of 
China, “In the next few weeks 
they. can do much to ensure 
favourable consideration of their 
country’s case by striving to 
preserve a united front. ‘This is 
impossible if political capital is 
sought in urging against Japai 
measures which, on all practic: 
grounds, a Government possessed 
‘of any ‘sense of responsibility

Judge Feetham suggests three 
methods of giving greater secur- 
ity to Council employees:—by 
amendment of the Land Regul 
tions, resolutions of _ public 
meetings of Ratepayers and 
amendment of the rules govern- 
ing pensions. In the first case 
the Couneil’s hands might be 
freed by the elimination of 
jArticle XXIV thereby enabling 
it to follow the logical conse- 
[quences of the pension scheme, 
without referring the case of 
leach individual employee to the 
ratepayers. That would, un- 
doubtedly be the ideal means of 
meeting the difficulty, and should 
the annual ratepayers’ meeting 
be abolished, as it is foreshadow- 
led it might, ‘it would seem to be 
the only means of achieving the 
jend desired. But amendment of 
the Land Regulations, as has 
already been pointed ‘out, is a 
long process and carries with it 
the danger that some existing 
provisions might be lost in the 
bargaining that must inevitably. 
attend such modification. The 
second suggestion seems more 
vorkable, if, after a period of 
robation, special conditions of 
service could be instituted with 
ithe consent of the ratepayers by 
putting certain approved em- 
ployees on the permanent list 
This would have the effect of 
jeveating a municipal service 
somewhat akin to a civil service, 
land where adequate safeguards 
fare provided, and with th 
establishing of a Municipal Ser- 
viee Board for the purpose of 
farbitrating between employer 
land employee where occasion 
arises, the interests of the 
servant and the community could 
be amply protected. If such a 
course were adopted the amend- 
ment of the rules governing

GRANTS 


S.M-C. Sanction Payment of 
‘Tis. 41,250 


‘The Municipal Council last Wed- 
nnesday’ sanctioned tho payment to 
‘87 Chinese private schools in the 
Settlement of Grants-in-Aid total- 
ling Tis, 41,260 for the first six 
months of the current year. 

This is the first vote to Chinese 
schools ‘under the new education 
Policy of the Couneil to’ render finan- 
cial assistance to deserving private 
educational institutions conducted in 
the Settlement, the funds to go to- 
wards improvement of accommod- 
ation and educational facilities offer. 
ed. Certain foreign schools received 
grants totalling Tis, 67,500 in 1981, 
But payment to Chinese schools 
could not be effected by reason of 
circumstances beyond the Couneil 
control. 

‘The foreign vote for the first half 
of 1992 is at the same rate as last 
year, the only change being the 
transfer to another school of a sum 
given ono school last year on the 
Understanding this would be the 
only payment.

Why, I shall not explain 
here, but in view of this it should be 
lemphasised that this fact conduced 
to a biased and unfavorable reputa- 
tion of Imperial Russia. At the 
jsame time the Imperial period of 
Russia's history expresses. particul- 
larly clearly the development of the 
[Ruesian culture “and has certain 
traits which escape even us Rus- 
ans, and it is these that I desire to 

jelucidate here. 
Irrespective of the various ap- 
ipraisals of the Imperial power 
formerly existing in Russia, every 
impartial observer will come to the 
following conclusions. 

Firstly, that Imperial Russia was 
Inever an aggressive State. The

Tt now devolves upon me to con-| 
sider all'the evidence that has been 
put forward by the prosecution and 
what defence each accused has to 
the charges brought against him.

According to 
the official report (and ci 
plaint) made by the Imperial 
Chinese Government to the 
British Minister at Peking, the 
Pearl carried smuggled salt, She 
was alleged to have committed 
several offences. She entered 
Foochow on April 24, 1862 but 
failed to report until’ four days 
later.
